Held Public Meeting; 
Herbert Parsons Speaker 


Town Hall was well filled with 
members of the Northfield Historical 
Society on Wednesday evening with 
members and friends who attended to 
observe a Washington Bi-Centennial. 
A large chorus under the direction of 
Prof. I. J. Lawrence with Miss Daisy 
Holton accompanist rendered several 
splendid selections as follows: “The 

lorious Name of Washington” to a 
17th century air; “The Father of His 
Country March; and “Our Country's 
Noble Son.” The chorus appeared in 
costumes of the period, sang remark- 
ably well and presented a good ap- 
pearance. 

The Mount Hermon mixed quartet,

Mr. Parsons’s address was a splen- 
did contribution to the record of 
Northfield in the Revolutionary war, 
of the loyalty of its men and the serv- 
ice they rendered to the cause of 
American freedom. 

He spoke of some of the trying pe- 
riods in which Northfield found itself 
in the early days and of some of its 
local problems. Its perplexities and 
its groans were those of the young na- 
tion of which it was a part but as in 
our present period, the clouds of de- 
spair rolled away and with the con- 
jservative and optimistic mind of its 
sober citizens’ — happiness and con- 
tentment reigned and prosperity fol- 
lowed. Northfield has an enviable rec- 
ord of its past which should be appre- 
ciated by its citizens. It is a record 
of which anyone might feel proud. 
Its citizens were men and women of 
high caliber and their examples of 
self determination, loyalty, honesty 
of purpose and industriousness afford 
examples for us to follow and for 
future generations to maintain.

The 
regulations allowed farmers to keep 
corn fodder until Apri] 10, by which 
time they were supposed to have been 
fed to stock and the danger of spread 
from larvae in the stalks thereby eli- 
minated.

would not have to dispose of the re- 
maining corn on the cob which they 
have left over and which will be fed 
out to stock through the spring and 
summer. Under a strict interpreta- 
tion of the regulation the corn cob is 
a part of the com stalk and thus 
could not be retained after April 10. 

In order to give these farmers re- 
lief from an unexpected burden, it 
was decided by Dr. Gilbert and Mr. 
Allen to issue permits to such farmers 
as applied to them, allowing to keep 
this corn on the cob for feeding pur- 

ses. There is some reason to be- 
feve that corn borers may winter 
over in the corn cob itself and es- 
cape in the spring and spread the 
pest. However, as an experiment for 
this year ,it was decided to issue the 
permits. The situation will be watched 
carefully and if the permit system ap- 
pears to be any added real danger of 
material spread of the corn _ borers 
such a plan might not be followed an- 
jother year. For this year the Depart- 
ment of Ariculture will issue permits, 
with such safeguards as can be de- 
vised to meet the situation. The ex-
